PREFACE. 



In an Etymological Manual lately published, we introduced 
the French language, as a knowledge of it is essential to an 
aecuriUe acquaintance with the English. In the present 
Manual, however, we have omitted the French, as there are 
many who do not study it, and on that account would prefer 
the work in its present form. In other respects, the two 
works are alike.. The mode, therefore, of using both will be 
the same, and is here stated, in what follows, as it is contained 
in die preface to the other. 

" The best manner, which experience has shown, of using 
the Manual is, aAer the pupil has committed to memory a few 
of the Latin prefixes with their meanings, and the various 
forms they assume, for the teacher to examine him, either by 
giving the meaning and requiring the prefix, or by giving the 
prefix and requiring the meaning, or both. After wiiich, the 
teacher will require the pupil to adduce the examples laid 
down in the book, or others, sufficient to show that he knows 
both the prefix and its import, when he sees it in composition. 
The prefixes and afiixes having been thoroughly acquired, 
the pnpil may proceed to the Latin roots, following the same 
mode with them as with the prefixes; and from one part to 
another, till he has gone over the whole. The method may be 
better understood, perhaps, by an example. Take the word 
" occurrence." The teacher may ask such questions as the fol- 
lowing: Of what parts ia ''occurrence composed? (oe, 



cvirr^ ence, ) Whence are these derived ? (06, curro, ens entis, ) 
What does ''ob" signify ? Can yon give any other example 
of" oc," having the same signification ? (Sach as occasion, 
occult, occapy.) What other forms does **ob" take? (of, 
opf 08.) Can you give an example of each ? (sach as cffer, 
opposite, ostensible.) What does '' ens entis" signify ? Give 
other examples; (such as sequence, presence, obedience, dili- 
gence.) What other form does this affix sometimes take? 
(ency.) Give examples of it ; (such as delinquency} consist- 
ency.) What does "curro" signify? Can you give other 
derivatives from " curro," (such as current, currency, curricle, 
concur, recur, incursion, cursory, course, discourse, recourse. 
Such derivatives as " corsair" and '' vancourier," should be 
omitted till the pupil is familiar with the preceding.) What 
then is the literal meaning of " occurrence ?" Can you men- 
tion any other root of a similar meaning with " curro 7" (such 
as laopeuy to run.) Give examples of it ; (such as dope, dope- 
ment, interloper.) Can you give any other root still? (if the 
pupil has learned so far as dremo, to run.) And examples 
from it; (such as <2romedary, hippo<2rome, palin<2romei dia- 
drom.) Besides the literal meaning of these examples, the 
pupil should be called onto give their common acceptation." 
An Etymological Guide to the English and French lan- 
guages will soon be published, whose design is to supply the 
teacher with copious examples of each root, and such explan- 
ations as will aid him in accomplishing the object of this 
Manual.
